El Lobo: The great wolf

Hunted, trapped and poisoned, 


‘the once common gray wolf is now 


teetering on the brink of extinction 
in the United States.

In a leather bound 1919 copy of 


| the Game and Fish Laws for the 


State of Michigan, in my 
possession, it states: Any person 
who shall kill a full grown wolf or 
wolf's whelp in any organized 
county in this State shall be en- 
titled to a bounty of thirty-five 
dollars for each wolf over six mon- 
ths old and fifteen dollars for each 
wolf's whelp under six months of 


I well remember as a youngster 
seeing an occasional wolf strapped 
to the fender of a Model-T Ford 
touring car, brought back from the 
UP. by deer hunters, And they 
were viewed as conquering heros. 

I remember one such wolf 
vividly. It was almost black and 
had been shot by a local hunter 
somewhere in the northern part of 
the Lower Peninsula. It was a 
lucrative bonus, the bounty 
equaling over a week's pay for a 
laboring man. 

_ Legends have grown around the 
wolf, some giving the wild dog 
almost super human capabilities. 

As a budding naturalist striken 
with God’s wild creatures, I was 
enthralled by the writings of Er- 
nest Thompson Seton, Naturalist 
to the Government of Manitoba. 

In a book “Animal Heros”, 
copyrighted on the date of my bir- 
th, July 31, 1913, Seton tells the 
tale of Badlands Billy, a wolf that 
bested professional wolvers and 
their guns, traps and poisons for 
many years, eventually succom- 
bing to the infirmities of age. 

That tale by Seton in itself tells 
a hidden story of the plight of the 
wolf today. 

Prior to the white man's coming, 
wolves followed the vast buffalo 
herds picking off the sick, the lame, 
and the lazy. There was no enmity 
between the red man and the wolf 
in sharing the bounty of the land. 
In fact there was admiration and 
respect shown by the Indians for 
the sagacity and hunting skills of 
the wolf. 

But with the coming of the 
paleface slaughter of the wild cat- 
tle raged unabated until a few 
small isolated herds remained: a 
sad history of man, the supreme 
preditor. 

Thus it was that the wolf was 
hard-pressed to survive. 

But with the decimation of the 
buffalo the lush grasses of the 
plains were made to order for the 
introduction of cattle; the lean, 
mean, scrawny, close cropping 
longhorns. 

To the wolf it was a fitting 
substitute for the buffalo, and thus 
began the era of the professional 


into Yellowstone Nationa) Park, 
and nearby cattle ranchers are 
squealing like stuck hogs, They say 
wolves will stray into their domain 
and eat up all the profits. 

Right here in Michigan wolves 
have been reintroduced in the U-P. 
without success. A few years back 
around a half dozen were released 
in the north-central area, A couple 
were run down while attempting 
to cross roadways; and some, ac- 
cording to the grapevine, were 
shot on sight, with an under- 
current of resentment by natives 
who didn’t want to share an oc- 
casional deer with the natural 
preditors. 

If there are any wolves in the 
UP. now they are probably strays 
from Canada. 

Perhaps the last bastion for 
wolves in this part of the US, is 
Isle Royal where the pack is down 
to less than a dozen. 

At one time there were several 
packs that preyed on the moose 
herd that had established itself by 
migration from Canada. The 
wolves had followed the moose to 
the island, and for years there was 
a balance twix moose and wolves: 
more moose, more wolves. This 
was a shining example of nature's 
struggle to achieve what we define 
as a balance of nature. 

But recently the wolf population 
has dwindled to a dozen or less. 
Why? And what will happen to the 


increasing moose herd? Will they ~ 


eat themselves out of house and 
home? Will man have to take over 
the role of the wolf, with a lottery 
type of harvest? 

Biologists and scientists are at- 
tempting to find out why the 
wolves are disappearing on Isle 
Royal. 

Td bet my bottom dollar human 
beings are responsible for the 
decline of the wolf on the island. 

I can't help but think that parvo, 
that virulent disease that wipes 
out our domestic canines, is 
responsible. 

Although dogs aren't allowed on 
Isle Royal, parvo could have been 
carried to the island by persons 
having contact with a pet infected 
with the disease, possibly stepping 
into a canine stool, then wearing 
the same footgear to the island. 


Dr. Zehnder of the Bay Pines | 


Veterinary Clinic thinks that this 
is a possibility due to the virulent, 
long life of the bacteria. 

Anyway you look at it the wolf, 
unlike its near kin, the coyote, who 
ean adapt to civilization, and man’s 
ways, the wolf needs all the human 
help possible in order to remain 
part of the wilderness and part of 
our herjtage.

MESC begins mailing applications 
for Carot program 


The Michigan Employment 
Security Commission: (MESC) 
Tuesday begins mailing to all em- 
ployers an application for the 
agency's new CAROT Program, a 
special one-time chance to pay 
their delinquent ‘state unem- 
ployment insurance (UI) taxes and 
have their penalty and interest 
payments cancelled. 

The MESC estimates that the 
Cancel. Add-ons (interest and 
‘penalties) Remit Only Taxes 


' (CAROT) Program, may attract as 


many as 30,000 employers and 


collect. $40 million in delinquent — 


employer taxes. Employers 
generally fall into three categories: 
1) Employers who have reccived 


assessments from MESC for over- 


die taxes. 


2) Employers who show a balance 
~ owing on-line 16 of their unem- 
ployment tax report, MESC Form’ 


1020, but have-not yet received an 
assessment from MESC. 

3) Employers who may: not have 
filed or for whom MESC has.no 
record of whether they filed all of 


'- their quarterly tax reports. 


Application forms also will be 
available at all MESC offices on 
January 2. 

Howe emphasized that any em- 
ployer who owes back unem- 
ployment taxes may apply, and 
applying for the program is easy. 
Employers must sign the CAROT 
application and give basic infor- 
mation such as their business 
name, address and MESC iden- 
tification number. 

Employers can return the ap- 
plication to the agency with their 
tax report (MESC Form 1020) or 
separately as long as it is received 
or postmarked by the January 25 
deadline. 

- Delinquent employers must 
agree to pay any outstanding 


taxes owed by no later than. July. 


31, 1990. By April 30, 1990, MESC 


will notify those applying for the 
cancellation if'they are accepted 
and what they owe.
